Tlie older men were tlie mo,sl voluble and 
most dlscournKed. Olhcrs In Ihc croup were 
sullen, and ipnorcd Mr. Woolf's questions. 
The yDunRKtcr of tlie binim was defiantly 
pro-nazl. Those who talked Irccly told the In- 
terviewer that Hltlcr',s popularity pa.ssed lUs 
peak In the year he came to power; that only 
a third of the Germans still follow lilm; that 
the luftwaffe 1g about done (or. They oven 
Joked a bit at the fuehrer's expense. 

Yet none of them seemed to rcKrct the 
war; they only regretted not wlnnlnp It. 

Mr, Woolf reports no penitence, no shame 
lor unprovoked atliick or mass brutality. 
Safe from the gestapo, some of these soldiers 
dared to criticize Hitler's conduct of the war. 
But o( rcEimentatlon, pogroms, racial su- 
periority, and a national policy of tyranny 
and falsehood, not a word. 

It Is encouraging, ot course, to find that 
some Germans are beglnnluE to doubt Hit- 
ler's infaililiiiity. But It would be danRorously 
wishful thinking to conclude thai these 
doubts are a portent of immedliUe and gener- 
al German collap.se, or ihul they will detract 
much from the victorious allies' long 
paintul task ot trying \o bvilld a dtmoctnllc 
Germany. 

These grumbling, discouraged soldiers 
top typical of the lethargic German masses 
who, though not devoid of decency, blithely 
voted away their freedom In 1033. Tiic defiant 
youngster Is too typical of a German youth 
whose poisoned minds must be de-educated 
and re-educated. 

Too many ot the dcmoctatlc, actively ami 
' nazi Germans (always a minority) arc dead 
or exiled to make the job of German recon- 
struction anything short ot tremendous. 

But the Job has to be done If tlie world'."! 
future is to bo secure. It wll! take much time 
and require much vigilance. And there are 
no apparent short-cuts— which Is something 
to remember when the "soft peace for Ger- 
many" talk begins, ns It surely will. 



STRENGTH AND VERSATIIJT1' 

The day-by-day news ot American .succcs- 
ces in Europe and the Pacific are re-empha- 
slzing how completely Hitler and Tojo mi.i- 
JudEed this country's capacity for waging a 
. victorious war. Not only were they wrong in 
thinking us hopelessly unprepared, and so 
solt and divided that picpaiatlon was Im- 
possible. They were equally wrong in imder- 
estimating the skill and imagination of 
American commanders, and the adaptability 
and courage ot American (ighting men. 

Enemy leaders thought we could not cope 
with problems ot vast distances, unlQue in 
military history. With the iiclp of our Eng- 
lish and Australian ulllcs, we have solved 
them. We have bulll up groat slcenRth and 
have combined It with great versatility of 
strategy and tactics. 

In Eiiropo we have tought (rom street to 
street,- and from house to house. In the Pa- 
cftic we have attacked In great leaps of 
hundreds ot miles. American arms and Amer- 
ican brains are playing a major part In a 
succfeSafui European operation which .com- 
bined Inevitability of attack with utter co- 
crecy of time, and place. 

Our recent operations against the Japs 
have reversed that procedure. Time and again 
American forces have caught the Japs flat- 
tooted with sudden, unpredictable thrusts, 

Now wc have come to the point where Navy 
Secretary Forrestal can confidently inform 
this country (and its enemies) that Borneo, 
the Philippines, Formosa and Japan are next. 

Japan has good reason to heed this warn- 
ing, and to fear it. Thus tar Japanese Indus- 
try has escaped the devastating force that 
Billed planes have brought against Germany, 
The 775 or more Jap planes destroyed by our 
forces In the last 20 days of Juno represent 
not more than a week's output, perhaps, of 
Japan's aircraft production, 

■But at this stage of the Pacific war. planes 
are bl HIUd use against \is without carriers. 
And against Japan's carriers we have recently 
dealt most crippling; blows. 

Japan still holds a great slice of cailna. 
But It is not beyond possibility that our forces 
might bo able to deliver paralyzing attacks on 
her Industry and transportation without the 
springboard of a Chinese port. And while the 
rrJapanese-homeland" awaits the blow, thous- 
ands o! Tolo'8 noWtera lit dead and tens ol 
.'thoiisondfl ore Hopelessly Isolated in the 
blands ot his brief and too-tar-tlung ocean
